People seem to be so taken 
up with the theories and prac- 
tices of the fast age that it is 
hard for them to come to God in 
the simple childlike manner that 
He has outlined for them.

Alli this being done in 
this cold formal way without 
the least resemblance of ever 
being born again, results in an- 
other hypocrite being sent out 
to curse the world and probably 
die in his deceived condition and 
be forever lost in a hypocrite’s 
hell. 


The very same thing is_ true

But think 
of the millions and millions of 
people of India, Russia, Ger- 
many, Japan, etc., who are still 
unmolested, following the same 
old path and have never received 
the glorious news over which 
we are merrily rejoicing. 


Think of them as they wor- 
ship their idols and gods _ that 
can not come to their rescue, 
even though they die and be- 
come aware of the fact that 
their soul is in the hands of a 
monster uncontrollable by their 


god. 


Today we received two gods 
from China. They are only 
hand paintings on a paper, the 
smallest of which is about 20 by 
40 inches. No beauty, no grace, 
and no heavenly beings are they. 
They are only pictures of Chin- 
ese people who do not have the 
appearance of being of any su- 
perior power. They merely 
serve the purpose of satisfying 
the indispensable tendency to 
bestow upon some object or 
person their praise for the good 
omen in their lives. The knowl- 
edge of this causes an excruciat- 
ing pain to tear at our hearts 
when we think of them being so 
ignorant of the living God, who

It will be glorious when it can 
be said of them as it was at 
Pentecost: “Then they that 
gladly received his word were 
baptized: and the same day there 
were added unto them about 
three thousand souls.” Acts 2:41. 


There are today about 680 es- 
tablished churches of the 
Church of God and about 22,000 
members. .[t.is almost a disgrace 
to say that there are only four 
foreign missionaries of the 
Church of God. Without for- 
getting the needs in the foreign 
fields, the needs at home should 
weigh heavily on every one. 


The Orphanage work is mak- 
ing a good showing for the 
short time it has been in oper- 
ation, but this is comparatively 
unnoticeable, there is SO 
MUCH that should be done. 
Although, there are three or- 
phan home buildings at- Cleve- 
land, Tennessee, only two of 
them are being used for that 
purpose. Why are such con- 
ditions existing, when approxi- 
mately a dozen applications a 
month come pleadingly for help 
to the authorities of this insti- 
tution? You can not imagine, 
picture, or think of the pitiful 
cases that have to remain in the 
present existing conditions. Ap- 
plications are coming so fast; 
finance is coming so slowly. The 
finance now on hand is being 
consumed so rapidly by the 
thirty-two orphans and five 
helpers now in the Orphanage 
that new and better plans must 
be thought out and put into 
operation. 


Will the Church of God be 
justified for neglecting to minis- 
ter to the needs of those who 
know not how to help them- 
selves? What is going to be 
done and what are you going to 
do about this strenuous propo- 
sition? 


If there were no incumberance 
on the real estate, ifa surplus 
for current expenses were in the 
bank, if there were assistant 
matrons to place over the chil- 
dren, and if there were a promise 
for future financial help, we 
could in a few days accommo- 
date about twenty-five more or- 
-phans. 


How shall we and when shall 
we cancel the small word with 
such a board and extensive 
meaning, the one that hinders so 
many times? The many duties 
resting upon the braves of the 
Church today require every ef- 
fort within their power and we 
expect great sacrifices to be 
made before much more time 
passes. :
